Dear Harold, 

Your mailings of 12/5, 8, 9» an d H received. 

On the microfilm printout: I will send you the aH pages you want from 
our order. I would probably want many of the pages from the FrCC file. It 
might be easiest if we wait until you can go through and decide which pages 
you want, and send me the entire file and have me copy those pages for you. 

My listing of the contents of this file is enclosed. Jim and ± went over the 
Texas files rather quickly (a microfilm copy on inter-library loan jfa from UCLA) 
and decided it wasn't worth duplicating, but I am sure there are some things we 
missed. If you and Bud could send the film out, we could go over it carefully 
and ask for certain pages . For both the latter files , I suggest that you not 
file them with you other CD's until we have decided what we want from them. 

The 6 supposedly withheld pages from CD 7 are enclosed. SRKeMM. Guidelines 
are given only for the entire CD, not for individual items; here they are aS 
3A, 3B, and 3C. I think this is all the withheld pages we have, except for 
CD 7, p. 770 (Barbara Brooke), which Gary sent us both some time ago. 

I have sent you all the documents I have on the availability of Commission 
files. They are: Attorney General's memo to Bundy, 4/13/65 (5 PP«)i Bundy's 
reply, 4/19/65 (1 p.)i Wozencraft (asst. AG) to Bahmer, 8/17/66 (2 pp.) Wise's 
Post article (4/6/68, esp. p. 73) has some background on this. You might want to 
get a letter of 1/28/65, from Katzenbach to the Archives; also, perhaps, the 
correspondence with Mayor Robert Johnson of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, who wrote to LBJ 
protesting the reported 75-yeax nondisclosure period. 

FBI Item 415 (handbill receipt) and reasonably legible copy of the Pena 
story are enclosed (GRS also). 

I will hold off on copies of COUP until I hear from people on copies, for 
convenience and to get the lowest possible rate. If Gary, Hal, Mary, Bernabei, 
and I could each pay double cost for our copies, that would give you 5« How 
about Bud? Money for copies is a problem, although not an immediate one (i.e. 

I could pay for several myself if necessary) ; however no effort is involved on 
my part , except y bi < taking in the original , picking up the collated copies , 
and mailing them out. 

I don't have Wynne’s book on Penkovsky. I read a library copy and you have 
my notes. Interesting to learn that Wynne was a carefully trained agent, not a 
more or less innocent businessman, but there is little or nothing on Davison. 

I expect the Pravda articles will be our best source on him. It appears that the 
Russians emphasized Fenkovsy's role for propaganda reasons (internal, that is), 
and said relatively little about how nasty the foreigners were. I don’t expect 
to find much more on Davison, nor do I feel we need any more. 

I. hear of two new books: "Red Friday," by Carlos Bringuier (paper; Halljfberg 
& Co., Chicago) and "Forgive My Grief" (Vol. 3)* 1 have no further information 

on either. Also, there was an article on Bud in the local paper 12/5 (by 
Shelby Coffey, Times-Post service); I assume you have seen it. 

Gary - thanks for your letter of 12/7. The ms in on the way. You mentioned 
getting my letter of 12/3; the mails being what they are, could you confirm my 
earlier letters (since your Dallas trip)?
